ELECTION SYSTEM 
NEEDS CHANGE 
It should be pretty obvious to most 
Americans that our system of nominat­ 
ing and electing a president and vice 
president has been outm oded by world 
conditions. We have just concluded a 
political campaign that has weakened 
this nation during a tim e of world crisis, 
and it could have been far worse if the 
American voters had 
not 
been wise 
enough to cross party lin e* in the presi­ 
dential 
contest 
rather 
than 
risk 
a 
change of adm inistrations in these criti­ 
cal times. 


It was perfectly obvious back in Au­ 
gust that a crisis in the Middle East was 
close at hand. Right at a time when this 
nation needed so badly to present a un­ 
ited front in its position of world lead­ 
ership, the political p aity conventions, 
that have been reduced to nation-wide 
floor shows, went on the air. The Demo­ 
crat party opened a campaign to dis­ 
credit 
the Eisenhower administration 
with a platform that indicated the fo­ 
reign policy of the United States. Had 
the Democrat party been in power, the 
Republicans would have been on the at­ 
tack. 


In September the campaign opened up 
in earnest with a frontal attack by De­ 
mocratic candidates on President Eisen­ 
hower, the Vice-President and Secretary 
of State. It wasn't anything new— this 
ha* been going on for more than fifty 
years. But the world situation was new. 
It was no tim e for American political 
leader* to be clawing at each other's 
throats. Yet it kept right on as world 
condition* became w-ot-se and our friends 
and enemies across the seas started 
choosing sides In the contest. Stevenson 
declared Tuesday in conceding defeat 
that "we are not Dem ocrats and Repub-

licans tonight, but all Americans." But 
the damage had been done. 
If Stevenson had been elected, a dis­ 
credited American Administration would 
have to be dealing with friends and foes 
for almost three more critical months. 
No telling what m ight have happened 
during that time. It will be difficult 
enough for President Eisenhower, with 
the strong backing of the American peo­ 
ple, to employ this nation's power and 
world influence to prevent the outbreak 
of another world war. 
Tw o things are wrong with our sys­ 
tem —the method of nominating presi­ 
dents, which so often gives the voters a 
poor 
choice, 
and 
the fixed election 
period. The situation with which this 
nation is now confronted could not have 
been foreseen by the farm ers’ of the 
Constitution but they were wise enough 
to provide the m ethod by which the law 
of the land could be amended to m eet 
changed conditions. 
Both our convention system of nomi­ 
nating the presidential and vice-presi­ 
dential candidates (which has no basis 
in law ), and the every-four-year plan of 
holding elections should be changed be­ 
fore they lead this nation into disaster 
—before it is so late we might not even 
have the privilege of free elections!

It will he discussed 
on Monday, Nov. 19. when the two 
councils will get together at a 
luncheon meeting at El Mirador 
Hotel. 
The outcome of the meeting will 
deiermine 
whether 
or 
not the 
special committee will be estab­ 
lished. 
The greater part of the land 
which will be affected by tha pro­ 
gram Is Indian owned Section 14. 
a square mile located in the center 
of Palm Springs. Though this par­ 
cel is part of the vast holdings of 
local land by the Indians, the over­ 
all plan Is to develop and improve 
all the land under Indian control. 
The Tribal Council has hired a 
planning consultant who will plan 
I1 ■ development, and according to 
Herman Flanes, city planning con­

If each of the preceding steps 
are taken, the final procedure will 
be the creation of an agency here 
to administer the project.

cy will he the relocation of families 
presently living in sub-standard 
dwellings.

wives "when they face difficulties 
threatening their unity.” 
"Where 
marriage failure and divorce oc­ 
cur among Christian people, the 
church should recognize its in­ 
volvement in the failure and seek 
to lead all concerned to repentance 
and forgiveness." 


IF THE QUESTION of rem ar­ 
riage of a divorced person arises. 
Lutheran pastors "should make 
their decisions on the particular 
circumstances in each case." They 
should be guided by the principio 
that while divorce and rem arri­ 
age do violate God's order, never­ 
theless God in His love docs ac­ 
cept the sinners and deals with 
them according to his need.” 
The Lutheran 
stand doubtless 
will have considerable impact on 
some o t h e r 
denominations 
in 
which there is lively debata on the 
issue. 
But it seems 
evident that 
a 
large body of 
Protestants, per­ 
haps the majority, and the entire 
Roman Catholic communion will 


hold fast to the traditional view 
that Jesus made a very explicit

Larsen, never a big winner, came 
out of nowhere in the past classic 
to throw the first perfect no-hitter 
In Series history. 
Which means that in another 
first 
the stars of two successive 
series will be on the griddle at the 
same time. 


THE 
ODDS, 
incidentally, 
are 
long against both of them coming 
through 
Neither has ever won 
more than 11 games in a major 
league season and Podres still is 
suffering from a back Injury which 
limits his endurance and threatens 
his effectiveness. 
And there have been a long list 
of World Series 
one-shots who 
came briefly out of nowhere and 
then went right back. 
Some of the 
most illustrious 
cases are those of Gene Bearden 
of the Cleveland Indians, Johnny 
Beazley of the St. Louis Cardinals 
and Wiley Moore of the New York 
Yankees. 


BEARDEN IV 
1948 won 
the 
Cleveland pennant playoff against 
Boston, captured the third game 
of the Scries and then raced to 
Bob Lemon's relief in the final 
game. Yet never again did the 
strapping Gene have a winning 
season and five years later he was 
back in the minors, another shop­ 
worn hero with taunting memories. 
Beazley s is another dramatic 
case In 1942 he won 21 games and 
in the Series twice tamed a slash­ 
ing Yankee lineup. 
Then came 
three years in service and, on his 
return, Johnny didn't have it any­ 
more. After one mediocre season, 
arm trouble checked him to a pair 
of victories over a three-year span 
Beazley, too. disappeared down 
the lonesome road. 


W1LCY MOORE was the iron 
man relief star, with 50 appear­ 
ances. for that 1927 Yankee team 
on which Babe Ruth hit his rec­ 
ord 60 home runs 
He won the 
final game of the Series as a 
starter — and never came close 
again After six years of journey­ 
ing from one club to another Wiley 
stepped down. 
If this doesn't seem like many 
failures among the one-shots, re­ 
member that most frequently the 
Series 
spotlight 
is grabbed 
by 
proven veterans or players who 
are accepted stars. But despite 
their glittering laurels, both Lar­ 
sen and Poders still have to prove 
themselve* over the long haul 
It will be interesting to see 
whether they can do it.
